Ranchers Plow 
Through Snow to 
Give Pass Nilh, 

Horses Exhausted As They 
Break Trail And Pull Sleighs 
Loaded With Milk; Pass Dairy 
Meets Ranchers t>n Highway. 

Pass milk consumers who take 
for granted the fact that milk will 
he available each morning wHl be 
interested to learn the work and 
hardship involved in getting milk 
bo Pass milk depots every day. 

Milk has been unobtainable 
from either Lethbridge or Calgary 
since the storm struck and for se¬ 
veral days before that. As a result 
ranchers having milk cows in the 
Cowley district have been supply¬ 
ing fluid milk to aid the Pass milk 
producers to serve Pass consumers. 

The snow struck just as heavily 
in ithe Cowley and Lee Lake areas 
as it did in the Pass town^ As a 
result these ranchers have been 
bucking heavy snows in order to 
get their milk to the highway 
where it is picked up by Pass 
Dairy trucks. 

Here is an example. Bert Reners, 
rancher, resides in the Lee Lake 
district. Due to the storm the 
easiest way in which he can reach 
No. 3 highway is to come over the 
hills and reach the highway on the 
Pincher Creek corner east of Cow¬ 
ley, a distance of six miles from 
his farm. His beam of horses were 
so exhausted one day hauling the 
milk laden sleigh that he was 
forced to stop at a rancher friend, 
Joe Motel. Mr. Motel hitched his 
team to the sleigh and pulled it to 
the highway where the Pass Dairy 
trucks were waiting. Mr. Rener’s 
horsies were so exhausted that he 
had to stable them at the Motel 
farm and go home on foot. 

Mike YakiAic, KJf the tee LaJce 
district, comes out at Burmis and 
harnesses four horses to pull a 
sleigh loaded with from 6 to 10 
eight gallon milk cans. 

Pass Dairy has six producers at 
the present time in the Cowley area 
and when they leave the farm for 
the highway they phone Pass Dairy 
which in turn sends out two trucks 
to meet them at certain points, 
Due to rough travel the Pass Dairy 
drivers have had to sit in their 
trucks five hours waiting on the 
farmer reaching the highway. 

One farmer set out at 8 a.m. one 
day and reached the highway at 
(i that evening after covering only 
a few miles. One rancher bucked 
.snow and drifts ail day only to 
have five of his milk cans rejected 
because of stinkweed flavor in the 
milk. Most of his work that day 
was for nothing. 

Before consumers start “beef¬ 
ing” about milk service they 
should give sober thought to the 
producers and distributor who are 
working practically night and day 
to get milk to the depots.

Barnett and 
Tmstees Fail to 
Beach Agreement 

Trustees Grant “Substanltial” 

Wage Increases But Two Sides 

Deadlocked Regarding Retro¬ 
active Clause. 

The meeting of the Coleman 
school trustees, J. W. Barnett, ATA 
and Conciliator K. A. Pugh, held 
Sunday, Nov. 17. lasted approxi¬ 
mately twelve hours as debate 
centred on the new wage agree¬ 
ment being drafted between the 
board and the teaching staff. 

In an interview with The Journal 
on Tuesday evening board chair¬ 
man George Elvans stated that 
“substantial” increases had been 
granted the teachers, particularly 
the 4ower grade teachers, and that 
he personally believed that the in¬ 
creases would prove acceptable to 
the members of the teaching 
staff. 

The only point his board and Mr. 
Barnett could not reach full agree¬ 
ment was in the retroactive 
clause. Mr Barnett had argued 
that the agreement should be reltro- 
aotive to September 1. The board 
argued that the new wage agree¬ 
ment should go into effect on Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1947. A suggestion that the 
contract go into effect November 
1 also failed to meet full agreement 
between both parties. 

Once agreement has been reach¬ 
ed as to the actual date when the 
-contract will be deemed to have 
gone into effect the board will re¬ 
lease the new wage schedules.

Heavy Snows Cause Horaai To 

Slowly Starve; Meeting Of 

Horse Ownns Suggedtedl 

Heavy snows and starving horses 
have combined to arouse public 
anger against owners of these 
creatures who allow them to tramp 
through winter snow and ke, dig¬ 
ging for frozen grass or nosing 
into garbage pails to ward off hun¬ 
ger and 

The severe storm of the past 
we^ has caused these horses to 
roam the residenitial ama and 
many housewives have bsen moved 
in pity to take scraps out to the 
street for them. 

The plight of these animals came 
up for a brief discussion at the 
r^lar meeting of the council last 
week but no decision was made. 
The Mayor is in receipt of a letter 
from a hous^older prevailing up¬ 
on the former to take some step 
which would alleviate the suffering 
of the horses, and asking Jiim to 
bring to task the owners of the 
animals who are so cruel hearted 
as bo allow thedr summer pets to 
suffer and die. 

The suggestions have been made 
that the town place the animals 
in a pound or call a meeting to 
which all horse owners would be 
asked to attend and datermine 
what coul^ be done for the horses, 
not for this year alone but for the 
years to come. 

To place them in a I^und would 
cost the town a miniature fortune 
in feed costr. Should the meeting 
be held it could debate the sugges¬ 
tion of the pound with the owners 
erring for the feed costs. 
T^oBsiMy the ang^Mtaon of plac¬ 
ing the horses in a pound is the 
moat humane. This practice could 
be maintained each year and the 
horses would he given food and 
protection. It could easily be ac¬ 
complished if the owners would 
agree to the payment of the feed 
bill. 

A third suggestion has been 
made that those horses found 
suffering from htmger and in poor 
physical condition be shot and put 
out . of their misery.

Pass Digs Itself 
Out Of Heavy 
Snows 

Snow Plows Work Overtime To 

Keep Highways Open; Coal 

Supplies Now Moving Freely. 

Pass citizens have been shovel¬ 
ling themselves out of the worst 
winter storm in many years and are 
starting to get back into normal 
routine. During the week the 
weather has moderated consider¬ 
ably over that of last week and 
traffic is coming back to the high¬ 
ways. 

On Monday it wa5 reported 
three snow plows were busy west 
of Coleman in a determined effort 
to keep the road clear of drifts. 
The highway between Coleman and 
Bellevue has been kept open and 
milk and bakery trucks are once 
again navigating without major 
difficulty. The Pass Dairy however 
has still not started its door-to- 
door delivery and maintains a 
depot at The Rite Spot. 

The town has employed the Sa- 
goff bulldozer and this machine can 
be heard nightly as it w'idens the 
various residential streets and 
clears away the loose snow' on the 
various streets dug up by the nu¬ 
merous trucks which pass over 
them daily. The coal trucks are en¬ 
deavoring to catch up on the huge 
pile of orders. Where paths have 
been cut through the snow leading 
to the coal chutes the truck driver 
w'ill make an honest attempt to 
place the coal in the bin. Where 
paths have not been cut and the 
consumer is in dire need of coal 
the driver will dump his load at 
the front gate. 

Credit is coming to town foreman 
Malanchuk w"ho worked ceaseless¬ 
ly throughout the storm, one day

members of the town council be¬ 
came aware of this fact and order¬ 
ed him home to rest. He kept the 
streets open as best he could with 
the town plow which proved inade¬ 
quate in the heavy snow and then 
directed the bulldozer driver when 
the town employed the bulldozer 
to clear the streets. 

Parking on main street is not 
encouraged due to the narrow lane 
through town.

“And the swine is unclean to you. 
Of their flesh shall ye not eat and 
their carcass shall ye not touch. 

Such was the admonition given by 
Moses to the wandering Children of 
Israel more than 2,000 years ago. 
Moses undoubtedly had some good 
reason for formulating such a law, 
it being altogether likely that he had 
noticed that serious Illness sometimes 
followed the consumption of pork. 
Centuries later Mohammed forbade 
his followers the use of pork as a 
food. 

Thus millions of people who today 
adhere strictly to the tenets of cer¬ 
tain religious beliefs are spared the 
possibility of contracting a disease 
known as trichinosis. Trichinosis Is a 
disease which 100 years ago was flrst 
recognized as one which resulted 
from eating pork which had become 
Infested with a worm-like parasite— 
Trichinella Spiralis. 

For those who do eat pork, it is 
Imperative that they remember that 
raw or partially cooked pork is dan¬ 
gerous—that pork and pork products 
always should be well cooked. 

In the year 1835, Sir James Paget, 
famous English surgeon, was doing a 
post-mortem when he noticed that 
numerous small lime and calcium¬ 
like swellings in the muscles were 
taking the edge off his knife. He 
took out some of these nodules and 
showed them to Robert Owen of the 
Royal College of Surgeons. Owen 
broke open some and examined them 
through a microscope. He found that

Cabot Received Annual Pension Of 
$100 For Discovering' 
Newfoundland 

When explorer John Cabot return¬ 
ed to Bristol in August of 1497 he 
informed Henry VII that he had dis¬ 
covered, naturally enough, a new¬ 
found-land. For his discovery of 42,- 
734 square miles of'‘abundancy Mr. 
Cabot was paid $50. 

But this $50 and a later annual 
pension of $100 to “hymn that dis¬ 
covered ye new isle” was paid out 
of the coffers of the people of Bristol. 
Consequently Bristolites had a good 
deal to say, most of it bad, about 
this new-found-land. Thus the name 
Newfoundland came into general us¬ 


age. 


Unless Newfoundland were pro¬ 
nounced as three separate words the 
line would not scan and a pronuncia¬ 
tion adopted merely to fit the rhythm 
would make the whole thing ridicu¬ 
lous. 

So today the formal pronunciation 
of Newfoundland calls for three “con¬ 
nected-separate” words with no spe¬ 
cial accent on any of them. How¬

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NEED NO BUTTER 
FOR FANCY BAKING 


Successful Cooking Can Be 
Made Through Other Fats 

The butter ration may be slim, and 
the grocer may say "no” when beg¬ 
ged for shortening, but nevertheless 
careful housewives still are turning 
out successful pies and cakes. They’re 
using every kind of fat they can get 
their hands on as replacement for 
butter and shortening quantities in 
recipes. 

Experts of the Consumer Section, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, say clarified pork fat or lard 
makes excellent pastry or cakes. 

The flavor of fat from smoked pork 
blends well with meat, and therefore 
ckn be used to advantage for pastry 
for meat-pies or sausage rolls. It can 
also be used in any recipe for spice 
cookies or gingerbread which con¬ 
tains spices or molasses. 

Any clarified fat or dripping may 
be substituted for shortening meas- 
In all cooking except baking 
where large amounts of fat are used 
and a definite texture is desired. 

Chicken fat with its bland flavor 
and soft texture can be used immed¬ 
iately upon being rendered for all 
types of cooking. 

Beef dripping is too hard to 
satisfactorily in cooking, but two 
cups rendered b^ef fat melted with 
one cup pork fat or lard and stirred 
occasionally while cooling to prevent 
separation gives a soft pliable fat. 

Lamb fat is hard with a distinctive 
flavor. While not satisfactory for use 
in baked products, it goes well in the 
preparation of meat dishes. However, 
if after clarified lamb fat is mixed 
with a soft fat in the proportion of 
one part lamb to seven parts soft 
fat it can be used in baking. 

Veal fat is soft and mild flavored, 
and when rendered is excellent for 
cooking. Different fats vary in short¬ 
ening power. To substitute for short¬ 
ening use; % cup clarified pork fat 
or lard % cup chicken fat; 1 cup 
beef dripping.

M ost people associate the color -1 
ful Christmas Seal with the cam¬ 
paign against tuberculosis but may 
not know, even though they buy 
them, the nature and extent of the 
remarkable work they make possible. 

The money raised from the Christ¬ 
mas Seal sale last year paid for the 
x-raying of 100,000 people in Mani¬ 
toba, Besides these x-ray surveys of 
whole communities and municipali¬ 
ties, Christmas Seals provide travel¬ 
ling clinics in thirty centres through¬ 
out the Province. They also provide 
rehabilitation service to patients in 
our sanatoria consisting of vocation¬ 
al guidance, training and assistance 
in finding employment. 

Tuberculosis is an unnecessary dis¬ 
ease for it is preventable and curable. 
The only means of irradicaticn is 
prevention which is based on the dis¬ 
covery of sources of infection at an 
early stage before germs can be 
! spread to others. Treatment begun 
'early results in almost 100% cures. 
In spite of this knowledge tuberculo- 
isis still causes more deaths between 
the ages of fifteen and forty-five than 
;any other disease. 

I Tuberculosis in its real early stages 
does not cause cough, tiredness, loss 
of weight nor make people feel sick 
so to find those with the disease be¬ 
fore it has reached the sympton

Canadian food already have started 
to move to Alaska, which appealed 
to Canada to help meet a shortage 
created by the United States marine 
strike. 

He announced that Canadian eggs, 
poultry, fresh fruit and vegetables 
have been sent to Alaska and added 
that arrangements were completed 
for the immediate shipment from Ed¬ 
monton of 17 tons of beef.
